Liberal Candidate 
Speaker Here 


A meeting in the interests of A 
Clarke Bury, the Liberal candidate, 


on Monday evening, when there 
was a fair attendance, 
Mr. C. W. Barnard, a farmer 


from Stettler, spoke in the interests 
of Mr. Bury and elaimed that the 
Liberals were much more favorable 
to the farming interest aud pointed 
to the opening that had been made 
in the U.S, for Canadian cattle and 
the bacon quota that had been ur- 
ranged with Britain, which, he said, 
had considerably raised the price of 
livestock throughout Canada. 

Mr. Bury, the candidate, upheld 
the war effort of the King govern- 
ment, which, he said, had received 
the acclaim of the government and 
press of Great Britain. He criti- 
cized the policies of the CCF, 
which, he said, were socialist. 

Mr Geo. Clark spoke highly of 
Mr. Bury as a candidate, saying 
that he had always been interested 
in and worked for anything that 
was good in the community. He 
pointed out that in 1935, when he 
himself was the Liberal candidate 
the Social Creail party had brought 
in a etranger by the name of Kric 
Poole, who had been elected. Since 
then they had seen nothing of Mr. 
Poole and his whereabouts now 
were unknown ‘Jhey had now 
brought into the field another man 
who was unknown and were asking 
the electorate to support him He 
criticized Mr Aberhart on the lan- 
guage he used in company and 
quoted from the celebrated broad- 
cast in which Mr Aberhart an- 
nounced his candidacy in Calgary. 
He upheld the policies of the Liberal 
government and claimed them to be 
the most competent to be instructed 
to carry out an efficient war effort. 
He asked for support for Mr. Bury 
at the election. 


Two Party Meetings. 


Both Conservative and C.C.F. held 
the floor at the Opera House on 
Friday evening, when the candidates 
trom each party spoke from the 
same platform. 

Mr. Stonhouse (Conservative), 
who had rented’ the hall, had the} 
courtesy to give the C.C.F, the op- 
portunity to hold their meeting in 
the earlier part of the evening. Mr. 
H, W. Chambers occupied the chair. 

Mr. Morrison, speaking on his 
own behalf, criticized the ‘old line 
parties” on their policies. He said 
that the C.C.F. battle was against 
the monopolist and stated that they 
would take over the control of power 
plants, the oil industry and packing 
plants. He also pledged assistance 
to the farmers in clearing off the 
mortgages on farms. He said that 
their slogan was ‘'Farms for the 
farmer, not for the mortgage com- 
panies”’ He criticised the present 
government on their war effort and 
declared that the only way to pre- 
vent war was to take the profit out 
of war. He declared that it was 
the capitalists who were the cause of 
all wars. 

Mr. Stonhouse, in opening, criti- 
cized Mr. Morrison's statements re- 
garding the capitalists and war and 
said that Russia could not be con- 
sidered a capitalist country, yet they 
waged war on Finland. He pointed 
out that the Conservatives and the | 
Liberals were the only parties that | 
could hope to form a government, so 
the C.C F. and New Democracy were 
really only side issues in the election 


He claimed that the Liberals had 
failed to prosecute the war effort to 
to the full extent and claimed that

LOCAL & GENERAL $15,000 Damage 


in Hospital Case 


The City of Calgary, the Calgary 
Hospitals Board, and several Cal- 
gary physicians were held negligent 
by a supreme court civil jury, Mon- 
day night, in connection with the 
death of Mrs, Alice Duxbury on the 
operating table at the Calgary Gen- 
eral Hospital, February 28, 1939. 

The jury awarded the Duxbury 
estate, of which Miss Charlotte 
Duxbury, daughter of the deceased, 
is the sole beneficiary, the sum of 
$15,000 damages against the city 
and the doctor defendants. 

Damages are to be apportioned 
against the city and the doctors in 
the ratio of 65 to 35. Thus the city 
must pay $9,750 and the doctors 
must pay the balance of $5,250, In 
addition the plaintiff was awarded 
costs, as yet undermined.
